The scientific assault on Ant­ 
arctica began in 1955, when Navy 
ships and planes and IGY scien­ 
tists started setting up the initial 
IGY posts. 
When the 18-month IGY ended 
last Dec. 31, scientists had gath­ 
ered 27 tons of data, which still 
are being analyzed.

This year’s explorations prom 
ise to answer the puzzle of wheth­ 
er Antarctica is split by a huge 
trough running from the Weddell 
Sea to the Ross Sea. And whether 
the areas of Western Antarctica 
in reality are ice-joined islands or 
an archipelago. 
Striking deep inland in Eastern 
A ntarctica, Soviet scientists found 
evidence that that area truly is a 
continental land m ass — but its 
full extent is not yet known. 
In Marie Byrd Land, Americans 
found ice 14,000 feet thick, resting 
on bed rock 8,200 feet below sea 
level. At the South Pole itself, ice 
m easures 8,297 feet deep, but still 
above sea level. These were bits 
of evidence for boosting up esti­ 
m ates of the world’s total frozen 
w ater, to a present estim ate of 
about 4Va million cubic miles of 
ice.

J THIS PROBABLY reached its high p oint

By 
American 
standards 
it

incon­ 
ceiv able, dwarfing the thousands who turn 
out for World Series games or m ajor foot­ 
ball contests. Ev en by Indian standards, it 
was an unp recedented ev ent. Prim e Minister 
Nehru called it the greatest civ ic recep tion 
he had ev er seen. 
Mr. Eisenhower was no doubt justifiably 
Imp ressed by the sight. But equally with 
his p ersonal reaction to the tribute, he must 
hav e been ov erwhelmed by the resp onsibility 
p laced on Americans to return the fav or— 
not necessarily with gifts of money and 
technicians and food, but with basic under­ 


standing of Asians. 
Asia contains masses of p eop le as incon­ 
ceiv able to Americans as the single crowd 
that turned out in New Delhi. They are the 
liv ing reality of some of the world’s greatest 
p roblems, such as hunger and ov ercrowding 
and p ov erty 
They loom large on the world scene not 
only because there are more of them than 
ev er before, but also because the colonial 
y oke that kep t them out of mind for cen­ 
turies has been lifted and they are p lay ing 
an increasingly influential role 
in 
world 
affairs. 


NO DOUBT an understanding of some of 
these things came more strongly to the 
President as he looked out ov er that sea 
of Indians than ev er before in his inter­ 
national ex p erience. 
There was another factor that can mean 
a good deal to Americans. It is that the 
sea of Indians looked at the 
man 
who 
sy mbolizes 
America with 
something 
akin 
to worship . 
In other words, Red China does not hav e 
a monop oly on Asian hordes. There are mil­ 
lions of Asians who are friendly toward, not 
enemies of, the United States. The throng

China’s p op ulation, which has frightened so 
many W esterners into p essimistic desp air 
ov er the future.

Rocks At Rest In the Glass House 


The 1959 session of the United Nations 
General Assembly closed, quite fittingly , with 
a comp romise settlement between E ast and 
West on whether Poland or Turkey should 
get the v acant seat on the Security Council. 
Ev entually they both will. 


Comp romise was the key note of the ex tra- 
long session. There were no earth-shaking 
decisions, no headline-cap turing mov es in­ 
terp reted as great strides toward interna­ 
tional p eace. 
Those who take an imp atient v iew of the 
world body ’s effectiv eness no doubt interp ret 
this as p roof of their contention that the 
U.N. might as well not ex ist for all the 
g o o d it does. 
But they fail to take account of the im­ 
p ortance of comp romise in the U N., which 
was originally conceiv ed as a p lace where 
nations could air their bitterest conflicts 
without resorting to force. 
So many times in the p ast has this in­ 
tention been frustrated 
or 
p erv erted by 
v etoes and boy cotts and p olice actions and 
small wars that a session marked by com­ 
p romise can be deemed a great stride to­ 
ward world p eace. 


Any comp romise must necessarily be r 


tem p orary solution. But war is only a tem ­ 


p orary solution to international p roblems, 


too. And comp romise is a safer bridge to 


p erm anent settlement than war can ev er be. 


It has been said that the 1959 U.N. session 
was gov erned by the conciliatory nature c 
the talks between President Eisenhower and 
Nikita Khrushchev at Camp Dav id last fall. 
If this is true, the relativ e p eace in the 
glass halls 
on the E ast 
Riv er in 
Man­ 
hattan m ay be as tenuous as the relativ e 
p eace which the Eisenhower-Krhruschev < 
change of v isits has brought to the world. 
But it would be foolhardy to underestim ate 
the p otential v alue of such an unp recedented 
action as the joint sp onsorship by the United 
States and 
the Sov iet Union of an 
outer 
sp ace committee, or to write off the sig- 
nficance of an agreement to settle a bitter 
fight ov er a Security Council seat. 
President 
Eisenhower has said the 
time 
has come 
to ex p lore ev ery av enue 
that 
m ay lead to world p eace. If comp romise 
at the U.N. can op en one of those av enues, 
it is no small thing.

The so-called "Iv y Group Agree­ 
m ent," which is a treaty between 
H arv ard, Yale, Princeton, Penn­ 
sy lv ania, Brown, Cornell, Colum­ 
bia and Dartmouth, consists of two 
closely p rinted p ages containing 10 
restrictiv e p rov isions and requir­ 
ing the most detailed information, 
together with a series of p ledges. 
These include a comp lete dis­ 
closure of how much money the 
student is to receiv e from his fam ­ 
ily , from relativ es and from any 
occup ation throughout each y ear, 
and an itemized statem ent as to 
what sources, including sav ings, 
are to be used in financing his 
education. 
The "loy alty oath” reads as fol­ 
lows: 
’ 
"I certify that the information 
here p rov ided is accurate and com­ 
p lete and that I believ e I am 
eligible to comp ete as an am ateur 
in the college I am now attending. 
"I hav e read and agreed to abide 
by the p olicies and sp irit of the 
Iv y Group Agreement.” 
This must be signed once a y ear 
during each of the four y ears of at­ 
tendance. But it goes bey ond the 
four sp ort seasons themselv es. The 
athlete must swear that he will 
not p articip ate in any "p ost-sea­ 
son” games ev en if he receiv es no 
comp ensation. 


TWO SENIORS at the Univ ersity 
of Pennsy lv ania, which won the 
football champ ionship of the Iv y 
League last month, were recently 
inv ited to p lay in a North-South 
p ostseason game of the colleges. 
While they had already comp leted 
their football careers as under­ 
graduates, 
their 
own 
univ ersity 
was threatened with a forfeiture 
of the champ ionship if they p lay ed. 
They obey ed the edict. 
Mike Py le, who p lay ed center 
on the Yale football team this y ear, 
had this to say about the Iv y 
Group Agreement in a recent is­ 
sue of "Sp orts Illustrated” : 
"Iv y League athletes should hav e 
the sam e op p ortunity as any one 
else to a p ostseason game. Ev ery 
tim e I sign the Iv y League Code 
I hav e an ev il taste in my mouth. 
It’s just a silly two-p age docu­ 
m ent and I don’t believ e in it but 
I hav e to sign it in order to p lay . 
I don’t think the Iv y League has 
been fair to the athlete.” 
This p articular athlete, an honor 
student, hap p ens to hav e a father 
who is able to p ay hi* way through

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college but seemingly there is a 
tendency to susp ect all those who 
m ay be working their way . 
The college authorities scrutinize 
ev ery dollar of income a student 
receiv es to see if it comes from 
some outside source interested in 
help ing an athlete. 
Indeed, the Iv y Group Agree­ 
m ent goes so far as to p rohibit 
any athlete from "engaging f o r 
money or other substantial consid­ 
eration in any occup ation, business 
transaction or adv ertising p romo­ 
tion wherein his usefulness or v alu* 
arises chiefly from the p ublicity 
v alue of his name as an athlete or 
his ability as an athlete, etc.” 


IS IT FAIR to inquire into the 
p ersonal finances and occup ations 
of ev ery student just because he is 
an athlete? 
Can’t he be trusted by taking a 
simp le oath of allegiance to his 
college and the cause of am ateur 
athletics? 
Why must the students who hap ­ 
p en to be athletes undergo s 
a minute insp ection of their p er­ 
sonal affairs? 
When Congress asks a student 
who ap p lies for a gov ernment loan 
to take an oath of allegiance to 
his own gov ernment and to sign 
also 
only 
a 
simp le 
p aragrap h 
which say s he is not a mem ber 
of any organization seeking to ov er­ 
throw the gov ernment of the United 
States by force or v iolence, some 
of the sp okesmen for Iv y League 
colleges condemn this as an "af­ 
front” and "coercion" and an in­ 
sult to the students. 
The American Council on Educa­ 
tion calls it "sup erfluous" and "in­ 
terference." The theory is that it 
p ries into the p riv ate affairs of 
the student and makes him swear 
to something he doesn’t intend to 
do any way . 
Loy alty to the gov ernment, it is 
argued, should be taken for grant­ 
ed. Then why shouldn't am ateur 
standing and p rofessional behav ior 
be taken for granted, too? 


THE ANSWER is that some form 
of p ledge is felt to be necessary 
by the college authorities to con­ 
form to what is referred to as 
“ The p olicies and the sp irit of the 
Iv y Group Agreement.” 
The 
eight 
colleges 
concerned 
hav e formed a gov erning body and 
they rightly desire to p rev ent any 
p rofessionalism. 
The agreement may be too de­ 
tailed and too restrictiv e, y et its 
general sp irit is understandable. 
What isn’t understandable is why 
the rep resentativ es of at least four 
of the Iv y League colleges and the 
Association of Univ ersity Profes­ 
sors hav e sp oken out against the 
"loy alty oath” requirem ents which 
Congress thinks would assist our 
gov ernment in stamp ing out Com­ 
munism and subv ersiv e activ ities. 
It is well known that the Com­ 
munist technique is to try to in­ 
filtrate mem bers of the faculty as 
well as students of univ ersities ev ­ 
ery where

in correctly as “deg en erativ e” 
or 
“men opausal” arthritis. Neith e r 
deg en erativ e n or n ecessarily relat­ 
ed to chan g e of life, osteoarthrosis 
(as I prefer to call it), is prob­ 
ably a man ifestation of ag in g ra­ 
ther than a true disease. 
As arteries harden an d hairs 
whiten , the join ts of certain pat­ 
ien ts become thicker, deformed 
an d g n arled like the bran ches of 
a v en erable apple tree. 
Usually associated with ov er­ 
weig ht, osteoarthrosis produces dis 
comfort an d pain primarily thr­ 
oug h disturbed body mechan ics. 
Con sequen tly , relief is best obtain ­ 
ed throug h weig ht reduction , tern 
porary splin tin g , correctiv e ex er­ 
cises an d muscle train in g to g ain 
best use of deformed fin g ers, toes, 
arms, leg g g s an d back. 


THE FINAL categ ory of rheu 
matic disturban ces an d perhaps 
the on e most frequen tly en coun ter­ 
ed is called “muscular” or “n od­ 
ular” rheumatism. 
Causin g in sig n ifican t damag e to 
join ts, this ty pe of rheumatics pri­ 
marily in v olv es muscles, ten don s, 
the fibrous en v elopes of muscles 
an d join ts, an d the oil sacs or 
bursas that prov ide lubrication for 
mov in g parts. 
So common is fibromy ositis, to 


use the techn ical n ame of this ail­ 
men t, that y ou can probably feel 
ten der n odules if y ou rub y our 
fin g ers ov er y our own lower back. 
An d, if y ou prod or pin ch the hea­ 
v y muscles of y our shoulder, y ou 
will probably discov er 
“ trig g er 
poin ts” that are more ten der than 
surroun din g areas. 
These ten der n odules an d “trig ­ 
g er 
poin ts” 
probably represen t 
torn muscle fibers or the fray ed 
en ds of the white fibrous tissue y ou 
see when y ou trim fat from a chop 
or steak. When a n erv e en din g 
g ets caug ht up in these n odules or 
fray ed en ds, it hurts like forty dev ­ 
ils. 
But when y our doctor in jects 
the n ubbin or trig g er poin t with 
a local an esthetic, the pain disap­ 
pears almost immediately .

The White Sox added power at 
third base and in the outfield, g et­ 
ting Gene Freese, the homer-hit­ 
ting infielder, from the Philadel­ 
phia Phillies, and Minnie Minoso, 
an RBI man with speed, from the 
Clev eland Indians.

and finally landed at a point as 
high as that from which it started. 
Three more flights were made 
that day. The second lasted only 


was carried along with the m a­ 
chine and suffered painful injur 
ies as he was thrown against the 
engine and the chains. 


The Wrights looked at the wreck­ 
age and knew the possibility of 
further flights that year was at 
an end. Lat*r in the day they got 
off a telegram to their father, Bis 
hop Milton Wright of the United 
Brethren Church, anxiously await­ 
ing word in Dayton. This is the 
text of it:

So was ushered in, during the 
course of two short hours on a 
deserted beach, the age of power­ 
ed flight. 
Wilbur Wright, bom near New 
Castle, Ind., April 16, 1867, died 
on May 30, 1912, at the age of 45.
